Lawrence  High  School  entered  the  third  annual 
Joyce  Jamboree  in  Manning  Bowl,  Lynn,  with  less 
than  ten  days  of  practice.  Lawrence  and  Saugus 
battled  to  a  stalemate  for  the  larger  part  of  the  game, 
but  Saugus  cashed  in  on  a  poor  Lawrence  kick  as  the 
Blue  and  White  was  backed  up  within  its  own  ten- 
yard  line.

A  strong  and  powerful  Salem  eleven,  second  only 
to  undefeated  Lynn  Classical,  the  uncrowned  gridiron 
champion  of  Massachusetts,  traveled  to  Lawrence  to 
revive  an  old  gridiron  meeting.  The  crowd  filled 
Memorial  Stadium  to  watch  Salem’s  great  offensive 
team  which  was  dangerous  anywhere  within  the  20 
yard  line  because  of  a  great  field  goal  kicker  named 
John  Ahern.  Much  to  the  surprise  of  the  crowd,  a 
vastly  improved  L.  H.  S.  eleven  held  Salem  to  but  3 
first  downs,  and  all  day  threatened  the  Salem  goal 
line.  The  Lawrence  line  was  brilliant  on  the  defense, 
and  I  think  it  fitting  to  name  that  starting  line:

THE  LAWRENCE  HIGH  BASKETBALL  TEAM— 1947 


The  1947  Lawrence  High  School  Basketball  team,  possessor  of  the  best  record  of  any  Lawrence 
High  School  Basketball  team,  and  1947  Essex  County  League  Champions,  closed  their  league  season  by 
trouncing  Haverhill,  50-35,  and  extended  their  winning  streak  to  eight  straight  games.  Tommy  Ruffen 
tossed  in  18  points  for  our  team,  and  after  the  first  few  minutes,  Lawrence  was  never  headed. 

Lawrence  got  off  to  a  fine  start  by  beating  a  powerful  Alumni  quintet  31-19,  on  January  3,  but 
suffered  a  sharp  reversal  the  following  night  at  Salem,  where  they  dropp.ed  their  opening  league  game 
27-25.  Tommy  Ruffen  and  Steve  Perocchi  were  the  high  scorers  for  Lawrence  with  6  and  5  points 
respectively. 

A  four-game  winning  streak  came  next  as  the  Lawrence  team  chalked  up  victories  over  Gloucester 
26-21,  Lynn  English  39-29,  Beverly  42-33,  and  Peabody  38-26,  all  but  English  away  from  home. 

Next  we  journeyed  to  Lynn  Classical  where  we  lost  in  a  hard  fought  battle  48-42.  For  Law¬ 
rence,  Tommy  Ruffen  and  Sig  Weissbein  were  high  with  14  and  11  points  respectively. 

After  avenging  our  previous  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Salem,  we  really  went  to  town,  overwhelm¬ 
ing  Gloucester  50-27,  to  climb  into  first  place,  where  we  stayed  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  Johnny  Papa- 
zian,  Lawrence’s  big  center,  led  the  scorers  with  15  points. 

We  then  invaded  Lynn  English,  and  returned  home  victorious,  39-36.  Sam  Lopiano,  starting 
his  first  game,  sparked  Lawrence  with  21  points. 


Our  next  two  games  were  runaways,  beating  Beverly  51-17,  and  Peabody  60-27,  and  then  came 
the  high  point  of  the  season  when  we  met  Lynn  Classical  in  a  return  game  and,  playing  one  of  our  best 
games  of  the  season,  defeated  them  32-28. 

In  our  last  two  league  games  Of  the  season  we  met  and  defeated  our  arch-rival,  Haverhill,  39- 
34,  and  50-35. 

By  winning  the  Essex  County  title,  Lawrence  won  a  bid  to  the  Class  A  Tech  Tourney  at  Boston 
Garden,  with  a  possibility  that  the  team  might  become  State  Champions. 


Although  four  of  the  five  who  started  the  season  are  graduating,  hopes  are  still  bright  for  next 
year.  Those  leaving  are  Captain  Steve  Perocchi  and  Sig  Weissbein,  guards;  Johnny  Papazian,  center, 
and  Tommy  Ruffen  and  Johnnie  Fenton,  forwards.  Sam  Lopiano,  who  split  the  starting  berth  with  Fen¬ 
ton,  is  the  only  one  coming  back,  but  there  is  some  promising  material  coming  up  from  the  second 
team.  These  boys  also  won  the  second  team  title,  with  a  record  of  13  and  1,  losing  only  to  Salem  27- 
26,  in  the  first  game  of  the  season.  Boys  who  played  on  the  second  team  were  Tommy  Petzy,  a  senior,  and 
Carmen  Martelline,  Mort  Vitale,  Stuart  Spizer  and  Don  Slycoff,  juniors,  and  the  student  manager  was 
Billy  Kehrnan. 

The  squad  was  ably  handled  during  the  season  by  Head  Coach  Mark  H.  Devlin,  Jr.,  Assistant 
Coach  James  F.  Jordan,  Faculty  Manager  John  W.  Kennedy,  and  Trainer  Janies  J.  Murphy.

After  having  won  four  Essex  County  Baseball  Championships  in  the  past  five  years,  this  year  s 
team  potentially  should  be  one  of  the  best  ever  to  represent  the  Lawrence  High  School  on  the  diamond. 
Once  again  the  locals  will  be  tutored  by  Head  Coach  Mark  H.  Devlin  and  his  very  capable  assistant, 
James  F.  Jordan,  who  devote  themselves  to  teaching  the  finer  points  of  the  game  to  their  pupils  in 
order  to  produce  the  championship  teams.  After  twenty-five  years  at  the  helm,  Coach  Devlin  can 
well  be  proud  of  the  baseball  players  he  has  turned  out  and  of  the  many  outstanding  teams  he  has 
produced.  Many  of  his  boys  have  retained  the  fundamentals  which  he  taught  them  and  have  gone  on 
to  star  in  college  circles  and  in  the  professional  leagues. 

This  year’s  team  is  particularly  promising  because  of  the  fact  that  it  will  have  on  it  all  but  two 
boys  from  last  year’s  team  which  won  the  County  title  and  went  on  to  participate  in  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Tourney  at  Fenway  Park,  Boston,  only  to  lose  out  to  Wakefield  in  the  first  round  by  a 
score  of  5  to  1.  That  was  the  game  in  which  Gerry  Callagy,  Lawrence’s  Ace,  pitched  his  heart  out,  but 
it  was  in  a  losing  cause  for  the  Lawrence  team  had  the  misfortune  to  be  batting  that  day  against  Les 
DeMarco,  one  of  the  outstanding  hurlers  in  the  State. 

Back  from  last  year’s  starting  nine  will  be  Dick  Hickey,  catcher;  Capt.  Tom  Ruffen,  1st  base; 
Johnny  Dean,  2nd  base;  Ed  Kershaw,  shortstop;  Ed  Samra,  3rd  base;  George  Veilleux,  centerfield;  Jim 
McGregor,  rightfield ;  Gerry  Callagy,  pitcher.  The  two  boys  who  will  be  lost  through  graduation  are 
Ray  Palmegiano,  hard-hitting  leftfielder,  and  reliable  Bill  Brady,  pitcher. 

Back  playing  first  base  will  be  Captain  Tom  Ruffen.  Tom  last  year  did  a  great  job  in  the  field 
and  was  very  potent  as  a  batter.  This  year  he  should  be  one  of  the  most  feared  batters  in  the  league.  He 
has  just  completed  a  season  as  high-scorer  on  the  basketball  team,  and  he  also  quarterbacked  the 
eleven  in  the  fall. 

Second  base  will  be  well  covered  by  diminutive  Johnny  Dean.  Johnny  is  a  sure-fisted  fielder, 
and  he  is  also  expected  to  compile  a  lusty  batting  average  this  season. 

Once  more  Eddie  Kershaw  will  patrol  the  shortfield  position.  Eddie  always  fields  his  position 
well  and  has  a  great  arm.  He  is  also  noted  for  his  ability  to  come  through  in  a  tight  spot  with  a  hit. 

Down  at  the  hot-corner  Eddie  Samra  once  more  will  be  stationed.  Eddie  can  handle  anything 
that  comes  his  way  and  is  the  possessor  of  one  of  the  best  arms  in  the  league.  He  can  hit  a  long  ball. 

Starting  his  third  year  as  the  regular  center  fielder  will  be  Georgie  Veilleux.  Georgie  is  the 
spark  plug  of  the  team.  He  can  always  be  depended  upon  to  come  through  with  a  base  hit  and  is  just 
about  the  fastest  man  on  the  bases  in  the  league.  He  is  a  great  defensive  fielder  and  can  bunt  with  the 
best  of  them. 

In  right  field  will  be  Jim  McGregor.  Jim  is  a  converted  pitcher  and  along  with  being  a  very  good 
outfielder,  he  is  also  a  very  poAverful  hitter.  He  can  also  be  counted  on  to  pitch  a  good  game  of  ball. 

Left  field  will  be  taken  care  of  by  either  Emil  Witkiewicz,  A1  Forgione,  John  Fenton,  or  Fred 
Connors. 

Behind  the  bat  Dick  Hickey  will  once  again  be  available  to  handle  the  slants  of  the  pitchers.  He 
has  a  very  good  arm,  can  call  signals  well,  and  quite  often  breaks  up  a  tight  ball  game  with  a  timely  hit. 

The  mound  staff  this  year  will  be  composed  mainly  of  two  boys,  Gerry  Callagy  and  Dick  Kowal¬ 
ski.  Gerry,  the  last  of  the  famous  Callagys,  bore  the  brunt  of  the  pitching  chores  last  season,  and 
he  did  a  wonderful  job.  He  very  rarely  was  beaten,  and  when  he  did  go  down  to  defeat,  it  was 
through  no  fault  of  his  own.  He  has  a  sharp-breaking  curve  and  a  good  fast  ball  among  many  other 
pitches.  Gerry  also  wields  a  powerful  bat.  He  will  be  Lawrence’s  chief  hope  in  retaining  the  County 
title.  Also  ready  to  take  his  turn  on  the  mound  will  be  Dick  Kowalski,  who  won  many  victories  last 
season  for  the  locals.  He  has  a  terrific  fast  ball  and  a  rubber  arm.  Last  summer  he  was  picked  to  rep¬ 
resent  the  Lawrence  area  in  an  All-Star  game  played  at  Fenway  Park.  He  did  a  great  job  and  caught 
the  eye  of  Billy  South  worth,  Manager  of  the  Boston  Braves.  Dick  also  is  being  counted  on  to  again  con¬ 
tribute  his  share  of  wins.  Ready  to  assist  these  two  boys  will  be  Joe  Waisgerber  and  Edison  Marini. 

Of  course  there  will  be  the  usual  group  of  candidates  striving  to  break  into  the  lineup,  but  those 
mentioned  comprise  the  probable  team  that  will  face  the  opposition  during  the  1947  season.  Here’s 
wishing  them  good  luck  and  hoping  that  they  not  only  capture  the  County  title,  but  that  they  also 
continue  their  winning  ways  and  gain  the  distinction  of  being  champions  of  the  State  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  By  John  E.  Fenton,  Jr.

The  prospects  for  a  wonderful  indoor  track  team  for  the  Lawrence  High  1947  season  were  good 
from  the  start,  and  grew  brighter  as  the  weeks  passed.  Roland  Trignani  in  the  broad  jump  and  high 
jump,  Frank  Foucher  in  the  hurdles  and  1000,  Frank  Kothman  in  the  broad  jump  and  hurdles,  Don 
Mathews  and  George  Veilleux  in  the  dash  and  300,  Don  Sanderson  in  the  shot  put,  and  Bob  Ryley  in  the 
600,  assured  Lawrence  of  a  good  showing  in  every  event. 

In  our  first  meet  of  the  year  our  opponent  was  Medford  High.  Medford  had  been  victorious 
in  three  previous  meets  and  brought  a  strong  team.  Trignani  and  Kothman  gave  Lawrence  a  first  and 
second  in  the  standing  broad  jump.  Then  Foucher  and  Kothman  placed  first  and  second,  respectively, 
in  the  hurdles,  increasing  our  lead  over  the  Medford  boys.  Foucher  won  the  1000,  while  McGurren  cap¬ 
tured  third  place.  Ryley  came  in  second  in  the  600,  as  Sanderson  and  Childs  took  first  and  second  in  the 
shot  put.  Then  Trignani  tied  for  first  place  in  the  high  jump,  and,  even  though  Medford  won  the 
relay,  Lawrence  High  had  its  first  win  of  the  season,  43  to  34. 

Our  second  meet  was  with  the  Andover  Jayvees.  Foucher  took  first  place  in  the  hurdles,  and 
Kothman  took  third,  getting  the  team  off  to  a  good  start.  Veilleux  won  both  the  dash  and  300,  and 
Mathews  took  second  in  the  dash.  Then  the  1000  was  won  by  Foucher,  while  Ryley  ran  second  in  the 
600.  To  complete  the  scoring  Trignani  and  Foucher  were  tied  for  first  in  the  high  jump,  and  Sanderson 
took  second  in  the  shot  put.  Andover  won  the  re  ay,  but  suffered  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Lawrence 

by  the  score  of  38  to  30.

The  following  week  Lawrence  was  one  of  the  many  schools  which  participated  in  the  Northeastern 
Meet  at  the  Boston  Garden.  Frank  Foucher,  though  he  ran  the  fastest  1000  of  his  high  school  career, 
came  in  second.  He  also  took  a  second  in  the  hurdles,  giving  Lawrence  6  points  for  the  meet. 

Next  came  the  most  difficult  and  most  exciting  meet  of  the  year.  Lynn  Classical  was  out  to 
avenge  her  loss  to  Lawrence  by  one  point  in  last  year’s  outdoor  season.  George  Veilleux,  because  of 
illness,  was  unable  to  compete  in  track  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Trignani  and  Kothman 
again  taking  first  and  second  in  the  broad  jump,  and  Foucher  and  Kothman  running  first  and  second 
in  the  hurdles  gave  Lawrence  a  big  lead.  This  lead,  however,  was  cut  down  when  Classical  made  a  clean 
sweep  in  the  dash,  although  Mathews  took  third  in  the  300.  Then  Foucher  won  the  1000,  and  Sanderson 
took  first  in  the  shot  put.  Ryley  was  spiked  on  the  final  lap  of  the  600,  and  again  had  to  be  content 
with  second.  Then  came  the  high  jump,  the  deciding  factor  of  the  meet.  Trignani,  Foucher,  Koth¬ 
man,  and  Zemis  all  tied  for  first  place,  and  Lawrence  had  the  nine  points  necessary  for  the  victory.  The 
relay  went  to  Lynn,  but  again  Lawrence  was  victo  ions  by  one  point,  39  to  38. 

A  few  members  of  the  team  again  traveled  to  Boston,  this  time  for  the  State  Meet.  Frank  Fou¬ 
cher  and  Frank  Kothman,  turning  in  stellar  performances,  finished  third  and  fourth  in  the  hurdles. 
Foucher’s  three-way  tie  for  fourth  place  in  the  high  jump  completed  the  Lawrence  scoring  at  3  Vs  points. 

In  our  next  duel  meet  we  ran  against  the  Andover  Jayvees  for  the  second  time.  Foucher  again 
won  the  hurdles  and  the  1000,  while  Kothman  was  second  in  the  hurdles  and  third  in  the  dash. 
Mathews  won  the  dash  and  took  second  in  the  300.  Then  Ryley  took  first  place  in  the  600,  and  thus  won 
his  first  race.  “Sandy’s”  second  in  the  shot  put  and  Trignani’s  win  in  the  high  jump  ended  the  scoring. 
Again  the  Jayvees  were  defeated,  this  time  37  to  26. 

A  few  days  later  Lawrence  met  Somerville,  the  last  real  threat  on  our  schedule.  Foucher,  taking 
first  in  the  1000  and  hurdles,  gave  Lawrence  its  only  wins  in  the  running  events.  Kothman  captured 
second  in  the  broad  jump,  the  hurdles,  and  the  dash,  while  McGurren  came  through  with  a  third  in 
the  hurdles.  Then  “Trigger”  won  the  broad  jump  and  was  tied  for  first  with  Foucher  in  the  high  jump. 
First  place  in  the  shot  put  went  to  Sanderson,  while  Mathews  was  second  in  the  300,  and  Ryley  took  third 
place  in  the  600.  Even  after  Somerville  had  won  the  relay,  Lawrence  still  had  its  fifth  straight  win 
42  to  35. 
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The  last  indoor  duel  meet  of  the  season  was  run  with  our  traditional  rival,  Lowell.  Mathews, 
having  his  best  day  of  the  year,  won  both  the  dash  and  300,  and  also  took  third  in  the  broad  jump. 
Bill  Barr  by  his  best  300  of  the  year  took  second  place.  Foucher  won  the  hurdles  and  1000,  and 
Trignani  won  the  broad  jump.  Then  Ryley  won  his  second  600,  while  “Koffey”  again  took  second  in  the 
broad  jump,  the  dash,  and  the  hurdles.  Sanderson  won  the  shot  put,  and  Fred  Childs,  regaining  his  old 
form,  took  second.  Trignani  and  Foucher  did  not  compete  in  the  high  jump,  but  Edison  Marini  cap¬ 
tured  second  place.  Lowell’s  win  in  the  relay  did  not  save  them  from  a  drubbing  by  a  score  of  54  to  22. 

As  a  reward  for  their  fine  work  Frank  Foucher,  Roland  Trignani,  Frank  Kothman,  Don  Sander¬ 
son,  Don  Mathews,  and  Bob  Ryley  traveled  to  Brunswick,  Maine  for  the  Bowdoin  Interscholastic  Meet. 
Frank  Foucher  received  the  trophy  for  the  high  scorer  of  the  meet  because  of  his  brilliant  per¬ 
formance  in  winning  the  1000  and  taking  second  in  the  running  broad  jump  and  hurdles.  Don  Sander¬ 
son  was  second  in  the  shot  put  with  his  best  put  of  the  year,  and  Frank  Kothman  took  fourth  in  the 
hurdles.  This  gave  Lawrence  15  points  and  first  place  among  24  schools  from  all  over  New  England 
along  with  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  team  in  the  history  of  the  high  school  to  win  the  Bowdoin 
Meet. 

Thus  Lawrence  ended  its  1947  indoor  track  season  with  a  team  undefeated  in  duel  meets.  Frank 
Foucher  and  Roland  Trignani  were  both  undefeated  during  the  whole  season.  With  all  the  boys  who 
made  indoor  track  so  successful  returning  for  outdoor  track  the  outlook  is  very  bright.  The  boys 
who  received  their  letters  were:  Captain  Roland  Trignani,  Frank  Foucher,  Frank  Kothman,  Bob 
-Ryley >  George  Veilleux,  Don  Mathews,  Don  Sanderson,  Fred  Childs,  Bill  Barr,  Edison  Marini,  and  the 
student  manager,  Kenneth  Sanford.  Much  praise  should  be  given  to  Mr.  Perry,  Mr.  Kennedy,  and  all 
the  trackmen  of  Lawrence  High  for  the  splendid  season  of  1947.

In  the  beauty  column  Peggv 
Kennedy’s  picture  advertised  the  best  way  to  beautiful 
hair.  An  ad  read  “Paris  and  New  York  originals  may 
he  obtained  at  the  exclusive  Fifth  Avenue  dress  shop 
of  Eun’qe  (Joaquin)  and  Patricia  (Sweeney).  At  the 
Laguardia  Airport  in  charming  Hostess  uniforms, 
Betty  Sull' van.  Shirley  Gidlev,  Ruth  Fleischmann, 
Clare  Sargent,  Isabel  Todhunter,  and,  Terry  Bergeron 
kept  the,. passengers  happy  on  trios  and  the  pilots 
happy  on  Saturday  nights.  All  of  L.  H.  S.’s  most 
beautiful  were  doing  well  in  the  big  city. 

Thb1  entire  sport  page  of  the  New  York  Herald 
Tribune  was  dedicated  to  the  big  Army-Notre  Dame 
game.  Written  by  John  Donovan  as  reported  by 
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Franny  Derby,  the  account  was  being  read  by  avid 
fans  all  over  the  country.  Army,  captained  by  Roland 
Belanger,  and  lead  by  such  great  football  players  as 
Perocchi,  Callagy  and  Silva  had  gone  down  in  glorious 
defeat  under  the  Notre  Dame  onslaught.  The  winning 
team  was  captained  by  Kalitka  and  favored  by  the 
excellent  playing  of  fellows  like  Sanderson,  Veilleux, 
Jacobs  and  Iannazzo.

The  sight  of  so  many  of  my  former  friends  and 
classmates  made  me  a  little  homesick  for  the  old 
familiar  places  where  our  high  school  lives  had  been 
carried  on — Essex  Street,  the  Puritan,  and  of  course, 
the  high  school  itself.  Friend  Alladin  promised  that 
after  a  short  stopover  in  Boston  we  would  complete 
our  trip  on  old  home  ground.  First  there  was  some¬ 
thing  very  special  happening  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral, 
Boston  that  we  shouldn’t  miss.  We  arrived  at  the 
Cathedral  just  as  the  first  beautiful  strains  of  the 
wedding  march  poured  through  the  doors  out  onto 
the  street.
